Upon this advantage, I 
took occésion to put him upon confession 
ot sundry other vices, of which | knew 


he had in former times been guilty, and | 


all the Indians knew it likewise ; and I 
put it after this manner: Are you now 
sorry for your drukenness, filthiness, 
false-dealing, lying, &c. which sins you 
committed before you knew God ?” Un- 
to all which cases he expressed himself 
sorrowlul, and which example of che sa- 
chem was profitable to all the Indians. 
When he bad thus confessed his sins, 
we turned again to his sen,requiring him 
to confess his sin, and entreat God to for- 
give him for Christ’s sake, and to ac- 
knowledye his offence against his father 
and mother, and beg them to forgive 
him ; but be still refused. And now 


the ether Indians spake unto him sebere | 


ly and affectionately; divers of them, 
one after another, and some several 
times. At last he did humble himself, 
confessed all, and entreated his father to 
forgive him, and took him by the hand ; 
at which his father burst forth into great 
weeping: he did the same also to his 
mother, who wept also, and so did di- 
vers others; and many English being 
present, fell a weeping, so that the 
house wae filled with weeping on every 
side, and then we went to prayer, in all 


which time Cutshamaguin wept, in so | 


much that, when we had done, the board 
he stood upon was all dropped with his 
tears.” 

Our narrative has hitherto been chief- 
ly grounded on two of the original 
Tracts which, at the time, conveyed the 
intelligence of his success to the pub- 
lic.

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Some of these mien threatened with 
death Hiaccomes, a Christian Convert 
under Mr. Mayhew in the island called 
Martha’s Vineyard. They reminded 
him that he knew their witcherafts would 
destroy him; and declared that they 
would exercise them on him to the ut- 
most, unless he returned to the religion 
In the midst of a great 
| assembly of Indians, the power assumed 
by the Powaws became a subject of de- 
bate., After many stories had been told 
in proof .ftheir power, an ludiau called 
out,“* Who is there that does not fear 
the Powaws ?”—~Another replied, Tere 
is not any man who is ‘uot afraid of the 
Powaws.” The eyes of all presept were 
instantly fixed on Hiaccomes, who rese 
from his seat, and ywndauntedly set their 
power at defiance, declaring his firm 
trust in God who controled them all. 
The whole assembly waited in dread 
suspense, looking for signal vengeance 
to overtake him; bur seeing eat he re-

His Labors and Sufferings. 

Mr. Eliot continued his pastoral 
charge at Roxbury ; and labored much 
with the indians in his more immediate 
vicinity, at Noonanetum and about Con- 
cord. His exertions were not, however, 
confined to a few places. He generally 


| took a Missionary Journey once a fort- 


night; travelling into all parts of Mas- 
sachusetts, and of the surrounding coun- 
try, every where declaring the glad t- 
dings of salvation. < 
Having thus engaged in the instruc- 


ject with unwearied zeal through diffi- 
culties almost incredible. On one occa- 
sion, which may be taken as a sample of 
the dangerous journeys which he made 
through the dreary wilderness to his 
scattered Indians, he says, “ [ was not 
dry, night nor day, from the third day to 
the sixth; but se travelled : and, at night | 
I pull off my boots, wring my stockings, 
and on with them again, and so contin- 
ued: yet God helped. 1 considered 
that word, 2 Tim.1i. 3: Endure hard- 
ship. as @ good soldier of Jesus Christ.” 
But these ferils of waters and jerils 
in the wilderness were far less trying to 
him than those ferils by the heathen 
which he had to encounter. : 
When travelling through the wild 
parts of the country, without any English 
friend or companion, he has been often 
barbarously treated by the Natives. The 
Powaws and Sachems were alike ene- 
mies of the Truth: both Priests and 
Princes being fearful of losing their in- 
fluence and their gain. : 
We will touch a little on these points. 


Opposition from the Powawe, or Priests. 

The Powaws held the people in great 
sabjection. They professed themselves 
physicians for soul and body : they both 
administered medicine, and addressed 
their deities fur a blessing. They howled, 
and danced, and employed a myltitude 
of charms; for the recovery of the sick 5 
and it was the common belief of the 
poor natives, that, by theit familiar con- 
verse with the invisible world, they could 
either beal or destroy, some icular 
cases excepted, wherein the was 
inexorable.

him who refused. ‘This keeps them in 
great awe of their Sachems; and is one 
reason why none of them desire any 
wealth, because they get it not for them- 
selves. But now, if their Sachem so 
rage, and give sharp and cruel lan- 
guage, they will admonish him of his 
sin; and, as for tributes some they are 
willing to pay, but not as formerly. 
These are great temptations to the 
Sachems, which require in them a good 
measure of wisdom and grace. Hence 
it is, I supposse, that (having requested 
the Court of Commissioners that a gene- 
ral plan might be formed for the in- 
struction of all the Indians in all parts, 
and having told the lodians that I had 
done so, and still in my prayers praying 
for the Monohegens, Narragansets, &c.) 
the Monohegen Indians were much 
troubled lest the Court should take some 
course to teach them to pray to God. 
Unkus, their Sachem, accordingly went 
to'Hartford, where the Court sat, and 
expressed his fear of such a thing, and 
manifested great unwillingness thcre- 
“umo, 
This temptation bath much troubled 
Cutshamaquin, our Sachem: His 
spirit was raised to such a height, that, 
ata meeting after lecture, he openly 
contested with me against our preceed- 
ing to erect a town, and plainly told me 
that all the Sachems in the country were 
against it. When he did so carry him- 
self, all the Indians were filled with fear: 
their countenances grew pale, and most 
of them slunk away. A few Stayed, and 
I was , not any Englishmen with 
me: but it pleased God to raise up my 
spirits ;, not to passion, but to a bold re- 
solution; so that 1 told bim that it was

Having this information how cause- 
léss his discontent was, I thought it a 
difficult thing to ease his spirit, and yet 
to clear and justify the people. On the

Innumerable were the affronts that | 


Mr. Eliot met with in his Missionary 
Work. Sometimes the Sachems would 


thrust him out from among them, tell- | 


ing him he was impertinent to trouble 
himself with them or their religion, and 


peril ; but his usual reply was, “I am 
about the work of the great God ; and 
my God is with me: so that I fear nei- 
ther you nor all the Sachems in the 
country: I will go on; and do you 
touch me if you dare !” The stoutest of 
them have, on these occasions, shrunk 
and failen before bim'! 

Some of these enemies brought on 
themscives swift destruction. 

“It was particularly remarked (says 
Dr. Mather) io Philip, the ringieader of 
the most calamitous war that ever they 
made upon us, our Eliot made a tender 
of the Everlasting Salvation to that 
King + but Philip entertained it with 
contempt and anger; and, after the In- 
dian mode of joining signs with words, 
he took hold of a button upon the coat 
of the reverend -man, adding, That he 
cared for his Gospel, just as much as he 
cared for that buuton. The world has 
heard what a terrible ruin soon came 
upon that woful creature, and upon all 
his people. The renowned Samuel 
Lee is now pastor to an English congre- 
gation, sounding the praises of Heaven 
upon that very spot of ground where 
Philip and his Indians were lately wor- 
shipping the-devil.” 

Such, indeed, was the hostility of the 
chiels, that they not only treated Mr. 
Eliot in this rude manner, but banished 
from their society all those of their own 
people who embraced Christianity ; and, 
when they could do it with safety, even 
put them to death. Nothing but the 

ermidable power of the English pre- 
vented them from massacreing all the 
hew converts; the dread of which pre- 
vented some who were well inclined 
from disclosing their semiments, and 
caused others to fy tothe English for 
protection. 

Some, indeed, had courage to profess 
the truth inthe face of all opposition. 
Hiaccumes, before mentioned, received, 








en one ocwasien, a cruel blow from a 
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Sachem; and would have, perhaps, met 
his death, if the English present bad not 
interposed, His own account, given it 
the Iudian manner, of his feelings on the 
occasion, discovers a truly Christian 
temper—“ Ihave two hands,” said he : 
“bad one hand for injuries, and the 
other for God: while { did receive 
wrong with the one hand, the other laid 
the greater hold on God |” ; 
Some Advantages from thie Opposition. — 

Mr. Eliot, who was ever attentive to 
the workings of Divine Providence and 
gratcful for his mercies, remarks, 

“ By this opposition the wicked are 
kept away from us, and from thrusting 
themselves into our society. Besides; 
itis now become some trial to come in- 
Lo our company and cali upon God : for, 
beside the forsaking of their Powaws, 
(which was the first trial.) and their old 
barbarous fashions and liberty to all 
sin, ansome of their friends and kin- 
dred ; this is now added, that. they in- 
cur the displeasure of their Sachems: 
all which put together, it cannot but ap- 
pear that itis a work of God upon their 
hearts which doth carry them through 
all these snares. If, then, upon compe- 
tent experience we shall find them to 
grow in kuowledge, and to love the 
ways of the Lord the better according 
as they cume to understand them, and 
to yield obedience to them, and to sub- 
mit to this great change so as to bridi¢ 
lust by laws of chastity and to mortify 
idleness by Jabor, what should hinder 
charity from hoping that there is grace 
in their hearts—a spark kindled by the 
Word and Spirit ot God that shall ney- 
er be quenched? And were these in a 


| fixed habitation, who could gainsay their 


gathering together into a church? who 
can forbid that they shouldbe baptized ? 
1 am persuaded that there be sundry 
such, among whom the pure and holy 
kingdom of Christ shall arise, and over 
whom Christ shall reiga, raling them 
in ali things by his holy word.”

Before they survey the different sta- 
tiona of the Society, the Committee wish 
again to call its attention to the plan of 
Christian Inatitutions. 

After noticing the advantages of these 
Instiutions,. preparations mak- 

tent stations, it is 
added— 


It may be found expedient,with a view 
to the greatest degree of influence on 
Mahom-dans and Heathens, to fix some 
of these Institutions, uncer the protec- 
tion of other Christian Powers, beside 
that of our own country. Astrachan at- 
tracted, in this view, the early attention 
of the Society. The notice of the 
Committee has been recalled to this sta- 


| tion; particularly by the letter of ‘the 


Rev. John Paterson, printed in the Ap- 
pendix to the last Report : and it appears 
to them to afford the most promising 
sphere of action, with a view to the intro- 
duction of Christianity into Persia, and 
among the Mahomedans and Heathens 
in general, in the northern parts of Asia, 
Western Africa. 

The extent of the Society’s concerns 
in this quarter, the new plans on which 
it is entering, and the peculiar difficule 


ties of a local nature which still accom- 


pany its exertions—these things induced 
the Committee to determine on sending 
thither a friend of the Society, in whom 
they could repuse entire confidence, that 
he might examine into every part of its 
concerns there-—obtain accurate infor- 
mation,—apply a present remedy to any 
evils which might have arisen,—form, 
on the spot, bis own judgment in respect 
of future proceedings—and return to 
assist, by his counsel, the deliberations 
of the Committee. 

Such a friend theCommittee very hap- 
pily found in the Rey. Edward Bicker- 
steth. To his exertions, while resident 
at Norwich, the establishment and pros- 
perity of the Norfolk and Norwich As- 
sociation are very greatlyindebted. With 
a mind deeply impressed with the im- 
portance of Missions, and a most entire 
and hearty love tothe Society and its 
designs, Mr. Bickersteth accepted the 
office of Assistant Secretary of the Socie- 
ty. Having been admitted to Holy Or- 
ders by the Lord Bishop of Norwich, he 
most readily agreed, under circumstan- 
ces of personal sacrifice which must en- 
dear both Mr. and Mrs. Bickersteth.to 
the Society, to proceedto Sierra Leone 
in execution of the wishes of the Com- — 
mittee. A special s held at 
the house of the Society, on Tuesday the 
26th of Dec. to furnish him with suita- 
ble instructions. _ —

of such articles as would be of value to 
him. A present of considerable amount 
was accordingly forwarded to him by 
the Kirkman, accompanied by letters 
from Mr. Wilberforce aud from the Sec- 
retary. 

The Society has, for several years, 
maintained Missions to the Susvos and 
Bulloms, two of the various nations 
which inhabit this coast. ‘ 

Susoo Afission. 

The obstacles ari-ing from the native 
character and habits which have retard- 
ed the progress of the Society, have act- 
ed with greater force in the Susoo than 
in the Bullom~ Mission, in consequence 
of ifs greater distance from the colony. 

Apprehensions were expresséd in the 
last Report, that these difficulties might 
stili increase. Your Committee regret to 
state, that these apprehensions have becn 
painfully realized. The trials and suffer- 
ings of the Missionaries in the Rio Pon- 
gas have been so much aggravated,chic f- 
ly by the effect of the then expected re- 
viva! of the Slave Trade, that they had 
entertained serious thoughts of relin- 
quishing the settlements at Bashia and at 
Canoffee and of retiring to SierraLeone. 
His Excellency, Governor Mac Carthy, 
strongly advised this measure ; but,after 
the perseverance in the effort which had 
been already maintained, and the money 
that had been expended, and while the 
Missionaries themselves were anxious 
not to abandon their post without abso- 
lute necessity, the Committee could not 
deem it right to withdraw. Mr. Renner 
has begun to rebuild the houses at Ba- 
shia ; but it will be one important ob- 
ject of the inquiries of the Assistant 
Secretary what course it will be expedi- 
ent for the Society to pursue with refer- 
ence to this part of the Susoo Mission. 

The entire abolition of the French 
Slave Trade, which has been happily ef- 
fected, will douitless check the reviving 
evil. By the Divine Biessing on the 
persevering efforts of benevolent men, 
the whole coast wil! one day be freed 
from this iniquitous wade: a beneficial 
commerce will gradually be substituted, 
by which the Natives may be stimulated 
to the cultivation of their soil, and those 
articles be sent them in exchange for its 
productions with which the Slave Tra- 
ders have been uscd to supply them : 
Christian Instruction will raise the tone 
of the native mind, and improve the so- 
cial condition. But the deep impres- 
sions of evil are to be eradicated, an 
the habits of years are to be ccunteracted. 

The devastation of Canoffee, the butn- 
ing of the dwelling houses and School- 
house at Bashia, the baptism of many 
children at Bashia and at Canoffee, the 
marriage of Mr. Wilhelm and Mrs. 
Meisner, and the establishment of Mr. 
and Mrs. Klein among the Bagoes, op- 
posite the Isles de Loss—close the Re- 
port respecting this Mission. 

Bullom Mission.

His Scho- 
lars had increased to forty-five ; and he 
has opened a Bullom School, in which 
he uses the Elementary Books which he 
has compiled, and instructs some of the 
youth in their native tongue, A Bullom 
Vocabulary of about 2000 words, with 
copies of the Gospels of St. Matthew and 
St. Mark, and of St. John’s Epistles, with 
the Morning and Evening Prayer, trans- 
Jated by bim into Bullom, have reached 
thé Committee. ‘Till he receives back 
printed copies, he uses transcripts of 
those which he has sent in reading to the 
Natives the Word of God. 

Sonie encouraging circumstances are 
related, which indicate the opening of 
the children’s minds. Also affecting 
details of the tyranny which is exercised 
over the Bulloms and Susoos by their 
eruel superstitions.

for Mr. Corrie has particularly caution- 
ed the Committee against being discour- 
aged by evil reports which might arrive 
from India ; as it would be absolutely in- 
credible te those who had not witnessed 


the fact, how utterly indifferent the great |

ual interests of the Natives ; how abso- 
lutely impracticable they consider their 
conversion ; and how wholly ignorant 
they are of what is passing, in these res- 
pects, almost under their own eyes.

| Press for the publishing of Tracts, &c. 
| our progress will be slow. I have offi- 
| cially written to Government, to recom- 
mend the adoption of a sort of College 
for educating a select number of Natives 
for the Priesthood, an outline of which I 
communicated to the Bishop of London, 
with whom I am in correspondence. 
| © There is a good road along our coast 
' from Caltura to Galle, with numerous 
villages without a pastor, and there are 
unfurnished rest houses along the road. 
_ I should like to see a Missionary contin- 
ually travelling those forty-four miles, 
and preaching to the Nauves; another 
_ also for the thirty miles between Galle 
| and Matura: and another for the twen- 

ty four miles between Colombo and Ne- 
| gombo, diverging sometimes into the in- 

terior by the rivers ;—two or three are 

much wanted in Jaffna, district. The 

main thing to impress uponthe Mission- 
| aries is,the instruction of the Watives, 
and not of the Europeans.”

Murder by the Red Water. 


| Tus following Narrative will shew the cruelty 
' of Heathen Superstitions, It relates the death 
_ of two persons by being compelled to drink 
the Red Water; which, it is pretended, will 
nt injure the party if innocent, but will destroy 


if uilty. 
Phe man was engaged (says Mr. Wenzel,) in 
making doors window framgs for the 
dwelling-louse ; and was at work during my 
_ absence at Sierra Leone. In the mean time, 
' Kecara, Fantimany’s town, was destroyed by 
| fire, and this carpenter’s house was ouvnt also.

had upset because he, who was the builder of 
her, hac made her, for that purpose, in such 
a manner that she should upset, and people be 
drowned. The country people immediately 
took up this speechless representation, and ac- 
cused the carpenter and his wife of witcheraft. 
In the night, they were caught, and compelled 
to drink Red Water. The poor old man, be- 
ing sixty vears of age, died on the spot where 


knocked him on the head with the pot whch 
had held the Red Water, and thus dispatched

The Kolloh, or Devil, of the Bulloms. 


The Bullom Country, (says Mr. Nylaner.) 
is divided into 2 great many parts, each of 


which is governed by a Sukoh, or HMeadman.- 


The head of these Sukohs is Bay, the King 
On his acceptance of the title and authority-of 
the King of the Country, he chooses a Nenan- 
kh and a Nengbannah, as his assistants im 
ruling the country. All thfce are respected 
by the people as Kings: they sometimes call 
them the first, second, and third King. They 
are stationed in different places ; yet at such a 


| dsstance, that, in two or three clays’ time, they 
| may all meet at the king’s place. ‘ 


Should any of these three Kings die. the 
inhabitants of his residence are permitted to 
plunder in every place they choose, till another 
ticadman is appointed in the place of the de- 
ceased. Sometimes they cannot immediately 


| fill up his place-with a good man: then the 


widow, or the eldest daughter, puts on men’s 
clothes, and is considered as Headman of the 
vacant place; yet the piundering goes an. Two 
great Headmen being now killed, as was sup- 
posed, by some witches, the Kolloh was very 
much g ieved af it, and came out of his recess 
to dance and cry for the loss of the heads of 


the country, and to drive out all young people | 


to dance at mgiits and ery with bim, or to la- 
ment the loss of there Headmen by drinking 
palm-wine and honey-wine, which is prepared 
almost through the whole country, and brought 
together to the place of the cry, which lasted 
here about two months. 

Kolloh is the name of a great spirit, who is 


supposed io reside im the neighborhood of 


Yongroo. He never comes out of the woods, 


| except on occasion of the death of a King or a 


Headman: of, ifa person has been buried 
without bis relations making a cry for him, 
then the Kolloh, who has intercourse with the 
departed spirits, feels himself so much hurt 
that he is obliged to leave his abode at nighis,. 
and to go to the houses of those relations, to 
rouse ane to troable them every night, till they 
rocure rum and palm-wine, ic. and have a 
good drink, and dance publicly,in remembrance 
of their departed friend. 
The Kolloh is made of bamboo-sticks, in the 


form of an oval basket, about three feet long, 


and so deep that it goes over the man’s shou!- 
ders. It is covered with a piece of net, and 
stuck all round with porcupine quills on the 
nose. The mouth and nostrils stand wide o- 
pen. Itis frightful to look at. Children, wo- 
men, and old people, run and scream at its 
appearance, 

A certain man pretends to have some very 
intimate intercourse with this Beelzebub ; and 
there he is called by the spirit to take Koloh 
on his head, and to go about with it, to see that 
the dances, drinkings, and howlings, are car- 
ried on regularly through the whole night; ond 
that all the young people, who are at work 
through the day, are at the dance at night. 
If any are missed, he is permitted to enter the 
houses, and to drive them out by force ; and 
he is a faithful servant of the Devil. Some 
people stay out in the fields through the night, 
to enjoy alittle rest afier their daily fatigue. 

The Kolloh-min is naked, has washed him- 


self over with white clay, ant has fringes of | 


packing -mat#or plantain-leaves round his waist, 
knees, and ancles: To give notice of his com. 
ing, he rings a bell, which is fixed inside of 
the cap or basket. He has a switch in his 
hand, to shew his authority. If any person 
pass by his abode, which is near the public 
road, he sings out ‘Ee!’ with one tone. If 
people meet bim in the road, they must either) 
hide themselves, or else go buck ; otherwise 
he catches them, and carries them to his plaee, 
and keeps them there for a few days, teaching 
them something of bis arts, which the people 
keep very secret. He makes them swear ; 
and tells them, if they discover the secrets, 
the Kolloh knows it, and makes their bellies 
swell, and they ate dead the moment they di- 
vulge any thing of the seeresy.

While the directors gratefully acknowledge 


the goodness of God in all the suecess with |

they would devoutly rely on Jesus Christ, the 
great Head of the Church, to make their fu- 
ture labors subservient to the best interests, 
both temporal and spiritual, of the unfortunate 
objects to be entrusted to theircare ; it is 
with deep regret, that they are under the ne- 
Cessity of pleading the feverty of the Asylum, 
at its wery outset, as an obstacle in the way of 
receiving charity scholars,excepting from those 
Sew towns which have contributed to its re- 
sources.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House o Rep- 
resentatives of the United States of America, in
